from the coach 


At the time of writing this we are yet to play 
the Auckland Kingz, so having played only 8 
games and being a third of the way through 
the season I feel a progress report is in order. 


Let me start by telling you that before our first 
game John Perm and I sat down and worked out 
how many points we would need to get in the first 8 weeks - 11 was 
the figure we came up with after considering a raft of different factors. 
We got 10 and we should have had at least 14 given our performances 
against Wollongong and Olympic - but we haven't and I just hope 
those four points we threw away in those two aforementioned 
games don't come back to bite us come the end of the season. 


So we are one point off budget — and I can't complain given the 
quality of our performances. To be honest I didn't expect the team 
to be playing as well as we have been at this early stage and that is 
a good thing because I believe we will actually improve even more. 
Our biggest problem to date has been scoring goals. (Some may say 
conceding is an issue which it always is but given we've had to play 
ourselves into shape I can live with that). Making chances — no 
problems but putting them away is a cause for concern. Whilst our 
strikers are all good players none of them is a genuine goal scorer. 
Carl Veart is becoming one again after a long time away from the 
sharp end of the park and the others can be, with a bit more time 
and experience, but time is of the essence and we need to start 
scoring regularly soon to bring our results on par with 
performance. Our level of fitness is great and once again will 
improve with more matches. 

So what have we budgeted for in the next block of eight games? I'll 
tell you after the Sydney United game in Sydney on January 18. 
The only clue I'll give is that it's more than 11.

He was there as part of the Adelaide City team when I 
made my starting debut in 1985, and also in my first match for 
the Socceroos, against Czechoslovakia in 1991. Together we 
have shared many highs — and some lows ~ on the field. 


Alex has been out since suffering an injury in his first game this 
season, although at the time of writing he had almost recovered 
for tonight's match. I know Alex won't take it personally when I 
say that I hope his recovery takes just a couple of days longer!

northern The Northern Spirit, who entered the NSL in October 1998, was the 38th club to join the national league 
spirit since the league's inception in 1977. 
hist _, Returning to Australia to join the new club in 1998 was inaugural Spirit coach Graham Arnold. The 
iStory prominent Socceroo, who made 85 international appearances for the Socceroos from 1985 to 1997 — and 


is the current Socceroo assistant coach — was a great coup for the Spirit. Not only was Arnold an excellent player/coach in his 
own right, but he was also a quality bait which lured other worthwhile players to the new club. Another prolific inaugural 
signing was Robbie Slater, who despite having the option of continuing his English career with Southampton, instead joined 
his former Sydney United and Socceroo team-mate Arnold at the Spirit. 


The club took the NSL by storm in 1998/99. Its first home match was watched by 18985, a NSL regular season record 
crowd which still stands. At its picturesque home venue of North Sydney Oval, Spirit topped 15,000 on seven other 
occasions that season. The club capped off its inaugural season by reaching the finals — only to lose 2-1 on aggregate to 
Sydney rivals Marconi. 

Seemingly due to some ordinary form on the field, and some financial issues suffered by the club's owners, the Spirit's home 
crowds fell off throughout 1999/2000. In the 2000 NSL off-season, Scottish giants Rangers purchased a 51% share in the 
Spirit. Yet despite the financial windfall, the club suffered even further both on and off the pitch in season 2000/01, with 
inconsistent results disenchanting many spectators to the extent that home crowds dropped to the 2000s. 


A mini-resurgence on the field under rookie head NSL coach Lawrie McKinna in 2002/03 led the club to just its second 
finals appearance that season. 


Northern Spirit draws most of its support amongst the Sydney's northern suburban sector - stretching from Sydney's northern 
beaches across to the north-western suburbs. It is a population base close to one million people, including many thousands of 
junior players whom the club has specifically targeted. 


The club moved from North Sydney Oval to the more compact and economical Pittwater Park in 2003. The new venue, on 
Sydney's northern beaches was seen by the club as a location more susceptible to establishing a home base with a better 
community feel. 


Northern Spirit had one of the quietest off-seasons in recent NSL history, and were able to hold on to virtually the entire 
2002/03 squad. The club added just one senior player, Wayne O'Sullivan from Parramatta Power, while it lost Andrew

Wollongong's resurgence continued last 
Friday at Hindmarsh Stadium with a 
final five minute flurry of action first 


seeing an equaliser, and then almost a winner, against 
Adelaide United. 


On a hot and abnormally humid Adelaide evening the Wolves 
withstood an opening barrage from Adelaide United. The home 
team could well have been two goals up within the first 15 minutes 
with strikes by Veart and then Lozanovski both thwarted by a 
competent Andrew Crews in the Wollongong goal. 


The unconverted barrage brought back frustrating memories of 
Adelaide's previous match, a 3-2 loss to South Melbourne in which 
Adelaide also launched many unsuccessful raids on goal. 


But it was Wollongong who struck first, seizing on a defensive 
blunder by United in the 20th minute with live-wire Chimaobi 
Nwaogazi easily shaking off his defender when accepting a cross. 
The Nigerian striker placed his shot calmly into the net from 15 
metres out. 


Stuart Young, left free on the flank, almost made it 2-0 to the 
visitors just two minutes later. 


The remainder of the first half was evenly fought out, with Adelaide 
able to get plenty of crosses in but all to no avail, and Wollongong 
also looking manacing at times, mainly from the break. 


The Wolves were held up slightly at half-time when Nahuel Arrarte 
was violently ill in the change-rooms - suffering from a virus, the 
Wollongong midfielder even needed a change of clothing yet 
managed to start the second half.

tv a crucial missing link 
Allan Crisp 


While the Australian Soccer Association task force 
procrastinates on releasing details of its new-look 
National Soccer League, the current version is 


providing a surprisingly adequate alternative series. a Lr Be 
Pre 2003-2004 season predictions were gloomy 


about the prospects of this competition, which was regarded as a poor 


relation simply waiting for the rich wealthy members to arrive. 
Despite harboring a couple of sad exceptions, the contestants have 
provided some remarkable upsets and a general feeling that even the 
front runners can be conquered. 

And, with a couple of glad exceptions, the crowds have been 
understandably small due to pessimism about their club’s chances of 
qualifying for the revamped super league. 

Lack of an NSL sponsor and direct television coverage has led to 
disenchantment from prospective club benefactors. 

Our current NSL has soldiered along without the backing of a 
television link, but obviously would have been enhanced with at least 
some form of delayed coverage. 

When Channel 7 ended its relationship with the NSL it generously 
allowed other networks access to extended footage for news reports 
and sports programs. 

Let’s wind the tape back to the NSL when it began as the Philips 
League in 1977 when we saw Channel 10 under the 0-10 national 
banner commanding the coverage with Les Murray, Jim Barker and 
Jeff Thomas at the microphones. 


Channel SAS 10 in Adelaide screened games at 10.30pm ‘Thursdays, 


while Sydney and Melbourne opted for Saturday nights and Monday 
nights were the province of Brisbane for the late night replays. 
The aim of senior executives of the 0-10 network was to popularise 


soccer to the level where the telecast times could be changed to prime 


time viewing. 


Pioneer producer and director of the London Week-End’s "The Big 

Match", Bob Gardam, came from England to help launch the 

telecasts in Melbourne and Sydney. 

Astoundingly, there were FIVE cameras beamed on the NSL action 
small beans for World Cup games, but big bickies for down under 

football in that era. 

For the record, the games featured for Round | on Saturday, April 2 

1977 were Sydney Olympic v South Melbourne; Footscray v St 

George and Canberra City v West Adelaide. 

West was coached by Mike Johnson, while Canberra had Johnny 

Warren as its mentor. 

Present Adelaide United coach, John Kosmina, entered the record 

books as the first player to score an NSL goal when he inspired West 

to a 3-1 victory. 

Never one to let the grass grow under his boots, "Kossie" chimed in 

with his historic goal in the seventh minute. 

In 1989 the NSL endured greater television dramas than that offered 

by Neighbours or Home and Away (not a soccer show). 

It was then that ABC’s head of sport, David Hill negotiated and won 

the rights for the NSL, albeit just a fortnight before the season kick-off. 

John Bell, Peter Gee and Adelaide’s own Roger Wills were thrust 

into the soccer commentary caper, joining Peter Wilkins, who had 

hosted World Cup cover by Auntie ABC in 1982 and 1986. 

And to reinforce his undoubted talents, John Kosmina, in company 

with John Bell fronted the ABC cameras in 1989-91 to present "The 

Big Match," a high rating review program aired on Monday nights. 

Then in 1990 — the second season of summer soccer, "Kossie" also 

doubled up for a live preview show on Saturdays. 

"Kossie" says he was no Eddie (Everywhere) McQuire, but then 

again, Eddie did not score the first ever NSL goal, nor did he captain 

the Socceroos.

Among the multitude of things filling the 
inbox on new Chief Exec Mark Palios' desk 
are three major issues: 

]..Rio Ferdinand "i 

2..FIFA Boss Sepp Blatter and his vision for top level club football 
3..The new Premier League 'T'V deal. 


Rio has requested a personal hearing in front of an FA committee 
after he failed to turn up for a scheduled drug test in September 
and later claimed to have forgotten, as he was moving house. 
Ferdinand's mobile phone records were subpoened as part of 
the investigation, because he also said his phone was switched 
off while people were trying to call him to remind of the test. 
The England defender will have his say on December 18-19 but 
a decision might not be handed down until early next year. 

The delay in the hearing has angered FIFA boss Sepp Blatter 
who has been opening his mouth a bit lately. 


Blatter reckons Rio should have been suspended from all foot- 
ball until his case has been heard and not just England matches. 


He's also threatened to strip Man U of the league points they've 
accumulated in that time {which is 15 to date}. 


Rio faces at least a three month ban is found guilty, but the 
maximum penalty is two years. 


Meanwhile in his attempt to reduce the number of games the 
top players have to play, Blatter wants all major domestic leagues 
to cut their premier division to 16 teams with a maximum of 45 
games per season {not including European comps}. 


The EPL reckon clubs couldn't afford to do it and that a 45 
game limit is impossible to reach unless a competition {like the 
League Cup} is restricted to non Premier League clubs. 

Finally Pailos is worrying about the review currently underway 
into the deal that BskyB has with the Premier League. The $2.3 
billion deal could be ripped up if it is found to be too restrictive. 


The result of that could see an explosion of new "Leeds" type 
clubs as the money literally disappears overnight. 


Speaking of Leeds, a bit of good news for them amongst the 
almost perpetual gloom. CEO Trevor Birch has managed to 
secure an extension to January 19 to make their next interest 
repayment. This gives the club some much needed time to try 
find a new investor/buyer.
